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THE  PACKER 
Collegiate  Institute. 


HIS  institution  was  founded  in  1845,  t0  provide 


liberal  education  for  young  women.    It  has  large 


resources,  and  offers  to  students  advantages  for 
systematic  and  thorough  training  in  primary,  academic, 
and  collegiate  instruction.  Four  new  departments  have 
been  organized  in  the  Institute  within  the  last  two  years ; 
and  the  courses  of  study  in  English,  in  foreign  languages, 
in  Mathematics  and  in  Physics  and  Chemistry  have  been 
enlarged.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Trustees  to  provide 
yet  more  advanced  teaching  whenever  it  may  be  de- 
manded by  the  higher  classes  of  the  Institute. 

Its  Location. — The  Institute,  situated  near  the 
point  of  convergence  of  the  street-railways,  is  accessible 
to  students  from  all  parts  of  Brooklyn.  It  stands  on 
Brooklyn  Heights,  half  a  block  westward  from  the  City 
Hall.  Its  grounds  have  a  frontage  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  on  both  Joralemon  and  Livingston  Streets.  A 
private  garden  on  Livingston  Street,  laid  out  in  grass 
plots  and  gravelled  walks,  shaded  by  large  trees,  is  used 
exclusively  by  the  students.  The  main  entrance  is  on 
Joralemon  Street. 
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The  Building  and  Its  Appointments. — The 

building  is  adapted  to  the  wants  of  a  thoroughly  graded 
school.  Besides  the  chapel,  the  studios,  the  laboratory, 
the  library,  and  the  gymnasium,  it  has  twenty  study 
and  recitation  rooms,  which  are  used  solely  for  the  con- 
venience of  graded  classes.  Its  halls  are  spacious,  its 
ceilings  are  high,  its  main  stairways  rise  but  six  inches 
at  a  step,  its  rooms  are  large  and  airy.  The  chapel,  a 
beautiful  Gothic  interior,  has  sittings  for  eight  hundred 
students. 

The  furniture  of  study-rooms  and  recitation-rooms 
has  been  selected  and  arranged  with  primary  regard  for 
the  health  and  comfort  of  the  school.  Each  student 
has  elbow-room.  Her  studying  is  done  at  her  desk  in 
the  room  of  the  department  to  which  she  belongs ;  and, 
when  summoned  to  recitation,  she  has  relief  from  weari- 
ness, either  by  going  to  another  room,  or  by  finding  a 
seat  on  one  of  the  settees  near  her  teacher.  Not  a 
chair  in  the  building  is  fastened  to  the  floor.  It  is 
therefore  possible  to  vary  the  arrangement  of  the  furni- 
ture, from  time  to  time,  in  any  room,  and  to  give  a  class 
the  relief  that  comes  from  a  new  order  of  things. 

Heating  and  Ventilation. — Improved  apparatus 
for  heating  and  ventilating  was  placed  in  the  building  in 
1882.  The  system  is  now  applied  in  every  room,  and  is 
working  satisfactorily.  With  the  mercury  out  of  doors 
standing  at  io°  Fahrenheit,  every  part  of  the  building  is 
heated  to  68°  above  zero,  while  the  pressure  on  the 
boilers  does  not  exceed  two  pounds  to  the  square  inch. 
The  method  of  heating  by  indirect  radiation  and  the 
system  of  ventilation  will  be  understood  by  reference  to 
a  diagram  on  the  67  th  page  of  this  catalogue.  Fresh 
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aid  from  out  of  doors  is  warmed  by  steam  coils  in  the 
basement,  a  separate  flue  passing  to  each  room.  Each 
coil  is  separately  controllable,  so  that  either  warm  or 
cold  air  can  be  transmitted  at  will  through  the  flue. 
After  circulation  through  an  apartment,  the  air  finds  exit 
by  a  ventilating  flue  to  the  roof,  where  a  strong  draught 
is  produced  by  an  additional  steam  coil,  over  which  it 
passes  before  reaching  the  outer  atmosphere.  By  this 
method  of  double  suction  half  a  million  cubic  feet  of 
fresh  air  may  be  forced  through  the  building  every  hour. 

In  addition  to  the  system  just  described,  direct  radi- 
ators furnish  heat  to  the  halls,  and  three  large  revolving 
fans  at  the  roof  are  kept  in  motion  by  the  wind,  thus 
affording  ventilation,  even  when  the  furnace  is  not  in 
operation. 


Attention  is  called  to  the  following  advantages  which 
are  offered  to  students  at  this  school : 

1.  Its  location  is  in  the  most  attractive  and  healthful 

quarter  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn. 

2.  Its  building  is  spacious,  and  is  furnished  with  regard 

for  the  health  of  its  students. 

3.  Its  sanitary  appointments  are  as  complete  and  perfect 

as  skillful  architects  can  make  them,  and  are  in- 
spected every  week. 

4.  Its  students  are  trained  daily  in  calisthenics  by  a 

special  teacher. 
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5.  Its  students  can  secure  warm  and  wholesome  luncheon 

at  cost. 

6.  Its  work  is  progressive  from  the  lowest  primary  class 

to  a  point  as  far  advanced  as  the  middle  of  the 
Junior  Year  in  a  college. 

7.  It  keeps  within  narrow  limits  the  number  of  studies 

which  a  pupil  may  pursue  at  one  time. 

8.  It  employs  only  teachers  who  have  gained  experi- 

ence and  success  elsewhere,  and  pays  salaries 
generous  enough  to  secure  those  of  high  rank. 

9.  Every  pupil  is  under  the  direct  social  influence  of  the 

teacher  who  has  been  selected  to  take  charge  of 
her  grade;  she  has  instruction  from  specialists  in 
special  studies. 

10.  Classes  are  subdivided  so  that  the  average  number 

of  students  under  a  teacher's  instruction  in  a 
recitation  does  not  exceed  twenty. 

11.  The  Institute  is  well  equipped  with  apparatus  in  the 

Department  of  Physical  Science. 

12.  It  has  a  library  for  reference,  numbering  five  thou- 

sand volumes. 

13.  It  has  a  well  furnished  studio  for  the  Department  of 

Art. 

14.  In  case  a  student  wishes  to  secure  the  diploma  of  a 

college,  the  Institute  will  fit  her  for  admission  to 
any  college  for  women. 

15.  The  regular  charges  pay  for  instruction  in  Greek, 

Latin,  German,  French,  Drawing,  Elocution  and 
Calisthenics. 

16.  There  are  no  extra  charges. 
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enera  I  metbods  of  $  nstruction. 

The  method  of  instruction  in  the  primary  classes  is 
intended  to  train  the  perceptive  faculty  to  quick  and 
accurate  observation ;  and,  as  the  student  becomes  able 
to  pursue  a  process  of  reasoning,  her  powers  of  reflec- 
tion are  educated  in  the  advancing  grades  of  the  course 
of  study. 

As  the  success  of  all  higher  study  must  depend 
largely  upon  the  character  of  elementary  instruction 
great  care  is  taken,  not  only  in  the  selection  of  teachers 
for  the  younger  classes,  but  also  in  giving  well-ordered 
variety  of  occupation  to  the  pupils,  and  in  guarding 
against  such  injurious  tendencies  as  beset  the  health  of 
mind  and  body  in  the  earlier  years  of  life  at  school. 

In  the  primary  classes,  the  study  of  words,  of  natural 
objects,  and  of  numbers,  furnishes  the  pupil  with  subjects 
to  talk  and  to  write  about ;  and  exercises,  both  oral  and 
written,  used  constantly  from  the  beginning  of  her  work, 
develop,  side  by  side,  her  powers  of  thought  and  of  ex- 
pression. By  this  method  of  instruction,  pupils  in  the 
lower  schools  of  the  Institute  are  prepared  to  enter  upon 
the  studies  of  the  Academic  and  Collegiate  Departments ; 
and  they  do  their  work  in  Physical  Science,  in  Mathe- 
matics, in  Language,  in  History,  and  in  Mental  Science, 
with  success  greater  than  is  attained  by  the  majority  of 
those  pupils  who  enter  the  Institute  at  an  advanced 
point  in  the  course. 
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(bourses  of  <^tucJy. 

A  pupil  may  begin  her  school-days  in  the  Primary 
Department  of  the  Institute.  If  she  wishes  to  secure  a 
diploma  from  the  Trustees,  she  will  enter  upon  one  of 
the  regular  advanced  courses  of  study  after  passing 
through  the  successive  classes  of  the  Primary  and  Pre- 
paratory schools. 

Students  may  enter  the  course  of  study  at  any  point, 
without  being  called  upon  to  repeat  work  which  has 
been  thoroughly  done  in  other  schools. 

The  study  of  Latin  for  two  years,  and  of  a  modern 
language  for  two  years  and  a  half,  is  required  of  all  can- 
didates for  graduation. 

Upon  entering  the  Academic  Department,  a  student 
may  choose  either  of  two  courses  of  study. 

ist.  The  Latin  Course,  including  the  English 
branches,  four  years  of  Latin,  and  the  study  of  a  modern 
language  for  at  least  two  years  and  a  half.  A  more  ex- 
tended course  in  Latin,  or  in  a  modern  language,  may 
be  secured  by  a  student  under  her  privilege  of  choosing 
among  elective  studies  in  the  Collegiate  Department. 
Throughout  the  Latin  Course  Greek  may  take  the  place 
of  a  modem  language. 

2D.  The  Mathematical  Course,  differing  from  the 
Latin  Course  chiefly  in  the  fact  that  advanced  mathe- 
matics may  be  studied  in  place  of  the  last  two  years 
and  a  half  of  Latin.

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Before  entering  upon  the  course  of  study  indicated 
in  the  preceding  tabular  view,  a  student  has  passed  final 
examinations  in  English  Grammar,  in  Geography,  and 
in  the  history  of  the  United  States. 

No  student  is  permitted  to  take  more  than  three 
regular  studies  at  a  time. 

To  obtain  a  diploma,  either  the  group  marked  #,  or 
that  marked  f,  must  be  included  in  the  work  of  a  stu- 
dent. Topics  in  italics  are  prescribed ;  the  others  are 
elective  or  optional  j  those  in  parentheses  are  so  taught 
as  to  require  no  study  except  in  class ;  they  are  optional, 
and  are  permitted  as  extra  studies,  but  are  not  accepted 
as  regular  studies. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  studies,  Composition, 
Elocution,  Drawing,  and  Calisthenics,  are  prescribed  for 
all  classes ;  they  are  therefore  not  included  in  the  tabular 
view. 

Architecture  is  included  in  the  study  of  the  History 
of  Art;  Perspective,  in  Drawing. 

The  courses  in  Physics  and  Chemistry  require  work 
in  the  Laboratory  in  addition  to  the  work  of  the  class- 
room. The  Laboratory  will  be  open  from  nine  until 
three  o'clock  every  school  day. 

No  student  can  elect  Chemistry  unless  she  has  taken 
the  previous  course  in  Physics;  nor  can  she  elect 
Geology  without  the  previous  course  in  Chemistry. 

The  modern  language  selected  by  a  regular  student 
at  the  beginning  of  her  Academic  course  is  to  be  studied 
for  two  years  and  a  half ;  then  it  may  be  continued,  or 
another  modern  language  may  be  chosen,  or  the  study 
of  modern  languages  may  be  discontinued.

The  requirements  set  forth  in  the  preceding  pages 
are  to  be  met  by  students  who  are  candidates  for  grad- 
uation at  the  Institute ;  but  those  who  do  not  wish  to 
earn  its  diploma  have  the  privilege  of  selecting  branches 
of  study  in  the  Collegiate  or  Academic  Departments, 
and  of  attending  the  lectures.  Such  irregular  courses  of 
study  are  submitted  to  the  President  for  his  approval, 
and  the  students  pursuing  them  are  subject  to  the  same 
regulations  as  students  of  the  regular  course,  in  their 
examinations  and  promotions. 


The  Languages. 

English. — The  Institute  puts  the  study  of  English 
before  all  else,  believing  that  thorough  training  in  the 
mother  tongue  is  better  than  any  other  one  educational 
influence.  The  English  course  runs  naturally  from  oral 
lessons  in  speech  in  the  Primary  school,  through  gram- 
mar, rhetoric,  and  literature,  into  the  philosophical 
studies  of  the  Collegiate  Department.  In  all  grades, 
teaching  from  the  text-book  is  supplemented  by  exer- 
cises illustrating  the  use  of  English  idiom  by  the  best 
writers. 

English  composition  is  taught  without  interruption 
throughout  the  course.    At  frequent  and  stated  times 
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every  student  meets  her  instructor  for  personal  criticism 
in  a  private  interview.  Every  essay  is  written  from  the 
student's  analysis  of  her  subject.  English  classes  meet 
regularly  once  a  week,  for  exercises  in  the  analysis  of 
themes  on  the  blackboard,  for  the  discussion  of  rhet- 
orical and  literary  questions,  and  for  the  cultivation  of 
intelligent  and  ready  habits  of  expression. 

Latin. — The  course  in  Latin,  beginning  with  the 
Third  Academic  Grade,  may  be  followed  through  six 
years  of  uninterrupted  study.  In  so  extended  a  course, 
the  student  learns  her  Grammar,  has  continued  practice 
in  Latin  Prose  Composition,  and  reads  the  choicest 
writings  of  Cesar,  Cicero,  Virgil,  Horace,  Livy, 
and  Tacitus.  It  is  not  expected  that  a  majority  of  the 
students  who  graduate  from  the  Institute  will  have 
followed  the  Latin  course  to  the  end. 

For  two  years  Latin  is  one  of  three  studies  pursued 
by  every  member  of  a  regular  course.  Knowledge  of 
the  Grammar  is  acquired  thereby;  the  Latin  Reader 
and  three  books  of  Caesar  are  thoroughly  studied. 

Knowledge  of  Latin  is  of  service,  not  only  in  the 
acquisition  of  modern  languages,  in  learning  the  mean- 
ing and  history  of  English  words,  and  in  mastering  the 
fundamental  principles  of  grammar;  it  is  also  the  most 
helpful  appliance  in  training  the  analytical  power  of 
mind.  The  intelligent  teacher  puts  it  to  its  best  use, 
and  by  requiring  ready  and  exact  analysis,  helps  the 
student  to  form  the  habit  of  thinking. 

The  Roman  pronunciation  is  used. 

French  and  German. — French  and  German  are 
taught  throughout  the  course  of  study.    One  of  these 
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languages  is  chosen  by  every  regular  student,  and  is 
to  be  continued  at  least  two  years  and  a  half  before  the 
other  may  be  begun. 

The  "  Natural  Method "  is  used  in  teaching  the 
classes  of  the  Preparatory  and  Primary  Departments, 
where  it  secures  admirable  results  in  training  pupils  to 
good  pronunciation  and  to  the  habit  of  thinking  in  the 
foreign  language.  Charts  and  books  are  used  in  con- 
nection with  this  method,  so  that  the  eye  as  well  as  the 
ear  may  be  under  training. 

Grammar  is  taught  when  needed  to  explain  con- 
struction, but  is  made  the  subject  of  thorough  study  in 
the  Academic  Department  only. 

This  training  gives  a  fair  knowledge  of  French  or 
German  even  to  those  pupils  who  do  not  pursue  the 
full  course,  while  it  enables  those  who  complete  that 
course  to  reach  a  higher  standard  than  has  been  at- 
tainable by  our  students  hitherto. 

Mathematics. 

In  the  lowest  Primary  grade  the  student  begins  the 
study  of  Arithmetic,  the  instruction  being  oral,  and  con- 
tinually combined  with  object  teaching.  It  is  thus  car- 
ried through  the  Primary  and  Preparatory  grades,  text- 
book instruction  being  introduced  at  first  to  a  very  lim- 
ited extent,  and  gradually  increased,  until  in  the  lowest 
Academic  grade  the  study  is  completed.  Special  atten- 
tion is  given  in  this  grade  to  the  business  applications  of 
Arithmetic,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  a  rigid  examin- 
ation on  the  whole  subject  is  imposed. 

During  the  second  Academic  year,  Algebra  is  taken 
up,  and  pursued  until  the  student  has  mastered  the  sub- 
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ject  of  Simple  Equations.  In  the  highest  Academic 
grade  Plane  Geometry  is  taught.  Besides  learning  the 
contents  of  the  text,  the  student  is  required  to  work  out 
numerous  original  exercises.  Special  care  is  taken  to 
secure  accuracy  and  logical  consistency  in  the  applica- 
tion of  principles,  to  elicit  ingenuity  in  devising  new 
methods,  and  to  encourage  the  student  in  the  acquisi- 
tion of  habits  of  mathematical  order. 

Thus  far  the  study  of  mathematics  is  prescribed  for 
all.  It  is  now  dropped  by  those  who  have  elected  the 
Latin  course.  Those  who  elect  the  remainder  of  the 
mathematical  course  resume  the  study  of  Algebra  and 
Geometry  in  the  First  Collegiate  year,  and  complete  so  ' 
much  of  these  topics  as  is  contained  in  the  text-books 
used. 

In  the  second  half  of  the  Second  Collegiate  year 
Trigonometry  is  studied,  much  attention  being  given  to 
original  exercises.  The  course  is  supplemented  with 
lectures  on  the  application  of  Trigonometry  to  Survey- 
ing and  Navigation. 

The  first  half  of  the  Senior  year  is  given  to  the  study 
of  Conic  Sections,  analytically  treated ;  the  second,  to 
that  of  Spherical  Astronomy. 

Physics. 

The  study  of  Physics  is  pursued  throughout  the 
Second  Collegiate  year.  The  text-book  is  used  merely 
as  an  aid  to  the  student,  and  is  largely  supplemented 
by  lectures,  which  are  fully  illustrated  with  experiments. 
The  student  spends  as  much  time  in  the  laboratory 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  performance  of  a  pre- 
scribed course  of  experiments.    She  is  required  to  take 
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notes,  both  on  the  professor's  lectures  and  on  her  own 
experiments;  and  the  examinations  are  based  mainly 
on  these.  Special  credit  is  given  for  every  evidence  of 
originality  in  devising  new  modes  of  illustration,  or  in 
discovering  what  may  be  to  the  student  new  truth. 

Chemistry. 

The  whole  of  the  course  in  Physics  is  made  pre- 
requisite to  the  election  of  Chemistry.  This  study  is 
pursued  during  the  first  half  of  the  Senior  year.  The 
method  of  instruction  is  similar  to  that  used  in  Physics, 
and  more  laboratory  work  is  required. 

History. 

Few  schools  or  colleges  offer  a  course  of  historical 
study  so  extended  as  that  of  The  Packer  Institute. 
Beginning  with  a  careful  study  of  what  is  near  our  own 
time,  the  interest  of  the  pupil  is  soon  gained  for  the 
study  itself.  As  the  course  advances,  effort  is  constantly 
made  to  reveal  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  essential 
unity  of  History,  and  modern  times  are  studied  in  rela- 
tion to  the  remote  past.  While  the  salient  political 
features  of  each  great  nation  are  presented,  by  the  topical 
method  of  teaching,  a  final  and  extended  review  at- 
tempts to  impress  upon  the  mind  the  conviction  that 
history  is  not  a  collection  of  arbitrary  facts  stated  in 
chronological  order,  but  rather  a  record  of  the  develop- 
ment of  civilization. 

It  follows  that  the  course  in  history  serves  as  a  basis 
for  an  intelligent  and  comprehensive  course  in  the  study 
of  literature. 
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Mental  Philosophy. 

It  is  not  deemed  advisable  to  give  the  students  of 
the  Institute  elaborate  training  in  any  system  of  specu- 
lative philosophy,  but  a  carefully  defined  line  of  meta- 
physical study  is  pursued  throughout  the  Senior  year. 
In  Logic,  the  theory  of  the  syllogism  is  exactly  and 
fully  taught ;  in  Psychology,  the  intellectual  powers, 
their  functions  and  relations,  are  the  main  objects  of 
study ;  while  the  ground  and  scope  of  moral  obligation 
are  the  leading  topics  in  ethics. 


THE   DEPARTMENT   OE  ART* 


The  Department  of  Art  is  conducted  in  a  thorough 
and  systematic  manner,  following  the  method  of  the 
best  European  schools. 

The  Studio. 

In  the  Studio,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Percival 
De  Luce,  pupils  begin  by  drawing  from  the  cast.  The 
aim  of  their  master,  from  the  first,  is  by  the  use  of  the 
simplest  objects,  to  make  them  familiar  with  the  laws  of 
proportion  and  the  relations  of  light  and  shade,  which 
must  govern  them  in  the  most  difficult  work.  They  are 
allowed  to  advance,  as  rapidly  as  is  consistent  with 
thoroughness,  to  the  study  of  the  antique,  and  to  draw- 
ing and  painting  from  the  living  model.  No  student  is 
allowed  to  paint  until  she  has  attained  proficiency  in 
drawing. 
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The  aim  of  instruction  given  in  the  studio  is,  not  to 
produce  pictures  under  the  master's  direction  and  with 
his  assistance,  but  to  impart  such  knowledge  of  the 
principles  and  practice  of  art  as  shall  enable  the  pupil 
to  work  intelligently  and  independently. 

Ladies  not  belonging  to  the  regular  classes  of  the 
Institute  may  secure  instruction  in  the  studio.  Arrange- 
ments for  instruction  can  be  made  only  at  the  office  of 
the  Institute. 

Drawing  in  Class- Rooms. 

In  the  class-rooms  a  continuous  course  in  drawing 
runs  through  the  Primary,  Preparatory,  and  Academic 
Departments.  It  is  a  part  of  the  required  disciplinary 
work  of  the  school,  and  is  taught  by  specialists  only. 

It  is  commonly  supposed  that  the  ability  to  draw 
and  paint  can  be  acquired  by  a  few  gifted  individuals 
only,  but,  within  certain  limits,  it  may  be  gained  by  all; 
and,  in  view  of  the  growing  interest  in  art  work,  it  is 
desirable  that  all  should  have  some  knowledge  of  draw- 
ing. In  acquiring  that  knowledge  they  will  develop  the 
power  of  observation,  will  train  the  hand  to  portray 
what  the  eye  sees,  will  secure  a  valuable  aid  to  scientific 
studies,  will  enlarge  their  usefulness  and  pleasure,  and 
will  make  themselves  more  ready  to  appreciate  good 
design  and  workmanship  wherever  found.  It  is  only  by 
general  diffusion  of  such  knowledge  that  art  can  be 
brought  to  a  high  degree  of  excellence  in  our  country. 

The  Institute  gives  free  tuition  in  the  studio  to 
members  of  the  Collegiate  and  Academic  departments 
who  attain  high  standing  in  the  drawing  taught  in  the 
class-rooms. 
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For  the  teaching  of  science  the  Institute  is  furnished 
with  a  liberal  supply  of  apparatus,  to  which  additions 
are  annually  made. 

The  Cabinet  includes  an  excellent  collection  of  min- 
erals and  fossils,  illustrative  of  the  geological  history  of 
the  earth ;  of  shells,  stuffed  birds,  and  other  specimens 
illustrative  of  Zoology ;  a  manikin,  skeleton,  and  set  of 
models  for  use  in  teaching  Physiology ;  a  large  number 
of  rare  coins  and  other  objects  of  archaeological  impor- 
tance, and  an  abundant  supply  of  stereopticon  slides 
illustrative  of  topics  in  History,  Art,  and  Science. 

The  Observatory  is  provided  with  an  achromatic 
telescope,  equatorially  mounted,  with  declination  and 
right  ascension  circles,  and  spider-line  micrometer.  The 
diameter  of  the  object-glass  is  six  inches. 

The  physical  lecture-room  is  capable  of  seating 
seventy  students  comfortably.  Its  windows  are  provided 
with  sliding  shutters,  so  that  at  a  moment's  notice  the 
room  may  be  completely  darkened  for  optical  experi- 
ments. The  lecture  table  is  amply  furnished  with  gas 
and  water  fixtures,  and  conveniently  near  to  it  are  cases 
for  books,  charts,  reagents,  and  apparatus.

An  Organ-pipe  Sonometer  and  Konig's  Sonometer. 
A  set  of  Tuning  Forks  with  Mirrors,  for  Projection  of  Lis- 

sajou's  curves. 
A  variety  of  apparatus  illustrating  Wave-Motion. 
An  Atwood's  Machine. 
A  large  Air  Pump,  with  accessories. 
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The  Institute  has  a  library  of  nearly  five  thousand 
volumes,  to  which  additions  are  made  frequently.  It 
contains  many  standard  works.  More  than  one-third 
of  the  number  are  books  of  reference.  Among  them 
are  the  five  leading  encyclopaedias,  the  great  dictionaries, 
and  those  of  Smith's  classical  series.  There  are  many 
of  the  recent  histories,  with  other  works  finely  illustrated. 
Natural  science  is  well  represented,  and  books  of  travel, 
criticism  and  general  literature  have  been  carefully 
selected. 

It  is  the  practice  of  teachers  in  the  Collegiate  and 
Academic  Departments  to  refer  pupils  to  the  Library, 
requiring  them  to  report  to  the  class  upon  the  discus- 
sions in  the  books  to  which  reference  has  been  made.

In  addition  to  familiar  talks,  given  informally  on  sub- 
jects connected  with  the  health,  manners  and  appropri- 
ate duties  of  young  ladies,  full  courses  of  lectures,  with 
experiments  and  illustrations,  are  given  on  Physiology, 
Chemistry  and  Physics.

ecords   and  l\eports. 

In  the  Primary  and  Preparatory  Departments,  re- 
ports of  the  work  done  by  pupils  are  sent  regularly  to 
parents.  In  the  Academic  and  Collegiate  Departments, 
the  quality  of  a  student's  recitations  is  noted  in  a  per- 
manent book  of  records,  which  is  always  open  to  the 
inspection  of  her  parents. 

At  the  time  of  leaving  the  Institute,  a  student  who 
has  pursued  a  partial  course  of  study  can  have  a  cer- 
tificate which  shall  state  the  amount  and  quality  of  work 
done  by  her  in  the  school. 


Diplomas. 

At  the  close  of  the  Senior  year,  Commencement  ex- 
ercises take  place ;  and  those  members  of  the  class  who 
have  completed  a  regular  course  of  study,  and  have 
made  such  attainments  as  to  merit  the  distinction,  re- 
ceive diplomas,  which  are  conferred  by  a  vote  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  ^ 
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Students  are  fitted  in  the  Preparatory  Department 
of  the  school  for  the  course  of  study  set  forth  in  the 
preceding  pages. 

This  department  has  four  graded  classes,  each  class 
being  under  the  charge  of  its  own  teacher,  and  having 
a  room  by  itself.  Two  years  and  a  half  are  needed  for 
the  work  of  these  grades.  Arithmetic  is  mastered 
through  the  subject  of  partial  payments.  Pupils  are 
required  to  pass  searching  examinations  in  Grammar 
and  Geography.  The  History  of  the  United  States  is 
studied.  Three  lessons  a  week  are  given  in  a  modern 
language. 

The  students  of  this  department  have  regular  exer- 
cises in  reading  and  writing.  They  also  have  lessons 
twice  a  week  in  drawing.  Special  attention  is  given  to 
spelling  and  composition,  and  there  are  oral  lessons  in 
literature.

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Classes  for  beginners  are  formed  in  the  Primary  De- 
partment in  September.  In  two  years  pupils  may  be 
fitted  to  enter  the  Preparatory  School.  In  addition  to 
instruction  in  arithmetic,  geography  and  reading,  care- 
ful attention  is  given  from  the  first  to  writing  and  out- 
line drawing.  There  is  daily  use  of  "  Elementary  Les- 
sons in  English,"  and  a  lesson  in  French  or  in  German 
is  given  at  least  three  times  a  week.

First  Grade. 
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Certain  lines  of  training  are  systematically  pursued 
from  the  lowest  primary  class  to  the  end  of  the  senior 
year. 


As  ability  to  read  with  ready  and  intelligent  attention 
helps  the  student  in  all  her  work,  much  care  is  taken 
at  the  outset  that  the  reading  books  selected  be  adapted 
to  the  child's  intelligence,  and  that  the  first  efforts  in 
reading  be  marked  by  clear  thinking  and  by  natural  ex- 
pression. Thereby  much  is  done  to  insure  continuous 
progress  in  the  higher  classes,  the  power  of  expression 
keeping  pace  with  thought  and  promoting  its  develop- 
ment. As  the  students  advance  and  are  fitted  to  profit 
by  the  instruction,  they  are  carefully  trained  in  elocution. 

Constant  attention  is  given  throughout  the  school  to 
secure  correct  pronunciation.  A  copy  of  Stormonth's 
Dictionary,  is  placed  in  every  department.  Other  lead- 
ing dictionaries,  Worcester,  Webster  and  the  revised 
edition  of  Ogilvie,  are  also  accessible. 


From  the  beginning  of  her  preparatory  work  until  the 
end  of  a  student's  course  in  the  Institute,  she  is  required 
to  use  her  pen  in  original  composition.  Her  work  is 
carefully  adapted  to  her  ability.  Topics  are  chosen 
from  subjects  in  which  she  is  interested,  and  effort  is  put 
forth  to  stimulate  her  powers  of  invention. 


Heading  and  Elocution. 


Exercises  in  Composition. 
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Three  teachers,  expert  in  teaching  composition,  spend 
their  time  exclusively  in  this  work,  giving  their  criticism 
in  private  interviews  with  students.  Moreover,  the  pen 
is  continually  brought  into  use  in  the  regular  instruction 
of  the  class-rooms. 

Singing:. 

A  chorus  of  more  than  six  hundred  voices  is  under 
the  training  of  Professor  Lasar.  It  is  heard  daily  at 
the  opening  exercises  of  the  school,  and  attracts  many 
interested  visitors.  During  the  first  term  of  the  year,  the 
chorus  is  drilled  for  half  an  hour  daily,  and  fifteen  min- 
utes are  given  to  the  chorus  every  morning  of  the  last 
three  terms.  Private  lessons  in  music  cannot  be  given 
at  the  Institute.  Arrangements  for  private  instruction 
can  be  made  with  the  Professor. 

Penmanship. 

Class-room  drill  in  penmanship  is  given  in  the  Pri- 
mary, Preparatory  and  Academic  departments,  a  special 
teacher  devoting  her  whole  time  to  the  instruction. 
The  teaching  is  personal  and  critical. 

Calisthenics. 

Under  the  direction  of  an  experienced  instructor, 
regular  training  in  calisthenics  is  given  to  every  class. 
The  exercises  are  simple,  constantly  varied,  and  directed 
to  the  correction  of  bad  habits  in  posture  and  in  move- 
ment. Their  influence  upon  the  health  of  the  school  has 
called  forth  admiring  comment  during  the  past  year. 
They  are  practiced  daily  in  the  gymnasium,  and  are  in 
great  favor  with  the  students. 
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The  Admission  of  Students. 


A  student  may  be  admitted  to  the  Institute  at  any 
time  when  there  is  a  vacant  desk  in  the  room  of  the  class 
to  which  she  should  be  assigned. 

The  week  ending  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  May,  1885, 
and  the  first  three  days  of  the  Fall  Term,  will  be  given 
to  the  classification  of  new  students. 

A  student's  grade  is  decided  by  a  quiet,  private  ex- 
amination, necessarily  brief,  but  extended  sufficiently  to 
assure  the  examiner  of  the  student's  place  in  the  school. 

A  young  lady  who  has  passed  all  of  the  graduating 
examinations  at  one  of  the  public  schools  of  Brooklyn, 
with  a  record  of  seventy-five  per  cent  in  arithmetic, 
grammar,  and  geography,  can  gain  admission  to  the 
third  academic  grade  of  the  Institute.  The  certificate 
of  her  standing  at  the  public  school  will  be  accepted  in 
lieu  of  examination  at  the  Institute. 

Upon  presenting  her  certificate  of  graduation  from 
the  Central  Grammar  School  of  Brooklyn,  a  young  lady 
can  gain  admission  to  the  third  collegiate  grade  of  the 
Institute  without  an  entrance  examination. 


Attendance. 

The  Institute  requires  prompt  and  regular  attendance 
from  its  students.  Faithful  compliance  with  the  require- 
ments is  demanded,  not  only  for  the  general  welfare  of 
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the  school,  but  also  for  its  effect  upon  personal  habit. 
Any  student  becoming  careless  in  the  matter  of  punctu- 
ality finds  it  necessary  to  withdraw  from  the  school. 

Favor  is  shown  to  a  student  whose  health  does  not 
permit  her  to  do  full  work.  She  may  attend  one  or  two 
recitations  daily,  and  have  leave  of  absence  from  other 
duties  in  school ;  but  such  privilege  is  not  granted  where 
it  would  interrupt  the  regular  work  of  classes. 

A  written  excuse  from  parent  or  guardian  is  required 
of  a  student  in  cases  of  excusable  absence  or  tardiness. 

XUe  Daily  Session. 

The  daily  session  of  the  school  begins  at  nine  o'clock, 
and  continues  until  two  o'clock.  Every  forty  minutes 
the  students  have  five  minutes  of  relaxation  from  the  work 
of  the  class-room,  and  there  is  a  recess  of  half  an  hour 
at  mid-day. 

Study  Required  at  Home. 

The  time-table  of  every  student  is  so  arranged  that 
she  shall  have  one  study  hour,  at  least,  in  the  session  of 
the  school.  Her  work  will  require  from  one  to  three 
hours  of  close  study,  daily,  at  home,  the  greater  length 
of  time  being  required  of  the  students  in  the  highest 
grades.  In  no  case,  however,  should  study  at  home  in- 
terfere with  proper  rest  and  recreation.  If  a  student 
spends  all  of  the  afternoon  and  evening  over  her  books, 
it  is  certain  either  that  she  is  attempting  too  much,  or 
that  her  method  of  study  is  at  fault.  The  Principal 
should  be  informed  of  every  such  case,  that  he  may 
ascertain  the  fault  and  have  it  corrected. 
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Examinations  and  Promotions. 

Scrupulous  care  is  taken  that  the  tests  of  examination 
be  fairly  applied,  and  that  they  be  neither  too  difficult 
nor  too  protracted.  If  a  student  cannot  meet  an  exam- 
ination on  the  day  named,  owing  to  ill  health  or  other 
reasonable  hindrance,  it  may  be  deferred,  or  the  work 
may  be  divided  between  two  days,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  teacher  in  charge.  No  pains  is  spared  to  make  con- 
siderate arrangements  for  diligent  students.  Undue  strain 
of  brain  or  nerve  is  quite  needless. 

Pupils  are  promoted  from  one  department  to  another 
according  to  their  respective  attainments,  tested  by  their 
daily  records  and  written  examinations.  In  the  Primary 
and  Preparatory  departments  promotions  occur  at  the 
middle  and  close  of  the  year.  Students  who  do  not 
pass  the  examination,  and  who  require  a  full  year  for 
studies  of  one  grade,  may,  by  a  thorough  review,  be 
fitted  for  promotion  at  the  end  of  the  next  six  months. 
Provision  is  thus  made  for  those  who,  on  account  of 
delicate  health,  or  from  other  causes,  are  unable  to  pur- 
sue a  rapid  course  j  while  quick  and  diligent  scholars 
are  not  delayed  in  their  work. 

Arrangements  are  made  by  which  pupils  who  wish 
to  give  more  than  the  regular  time  to  the  course  can 
defer  part  of  the  studies  assigned  to  each  year  until  the 
year  following,  so  that  there  may  be  no  sacrifice  of 
health  in  order  to  complete  the  course  within  a  specified 
time. 
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anitary  Appointments. 

On  the  ground  of  its  signal  advantages  as  a  place  for 
healthful  work,  the  Institute  commends  itself  with  confi- 
dence to  parents  who  feel  the  need  of  special  provision 
for  their  daughters'  health.  Its  pleasant  grounds,  where 
the  younger  classes  go  for  recreation  twice  a  day,  when 
the  season  admits — its  ample,  well-lighted  rooms,  care- 
fully warmed  and  ventilated — its  wide  halls,  opening  on 
all  sides  to  the  air — the  seats,  carefully  arranged  to  suit 
the  light  and  prevent  injury  to  the  eyes — all  these  ad- 
vantages are  shared  by  the  whole  school. 

Attention  given  to  physical  training  during  the  past 
year  has  been  beneficial  in  its  effect  upon  the  health  of 
the  entire  school,  maintaining  exceptional  regularity  in 
attendance,  and  keeping  the  classes  free  from  the  usual 
inroads  of  sickness  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  system 
which  has  secured  these  results  will  be  continued,  and 
its  facilities  will  be  increased. 

At  noon  a  full  half  hour  is  given  to  the  recess.  All 
work  is  stopped,  and  the  students  enjoy  the  relaxation. 
Those  who  live  near  the  Institute  are  encouraged  to 
spend  the  recess  at  home.  For  those  who  cannot  go 
home  a  substantial  luncheon  is  served,  at  cost,  in  the 
Gymnasium.  Beef  tea  or  mutton  broth,  the  most  nu- 
tritious that  can  be  made,  is  provided,  together  with 
chocolate,  Vienna  bread,  fruits,  and  wholesome  cakes. 
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The  attention  of  parents  is  urgently  called  to  the 
nourishment  taken  by  students  at  the  recess,  for  experi- 
ence has  taught  the  officers  of  the  Institute  that  irregu- 
lar, insufficient  or  improper  luncheon  at  noon,  with  a 
late  dinner  at  home,  has  occasioned  serious  loss  of 
health  to  many  students—  a  loss  sometimes  mistakenly 
attributed  to  over-study. 

Parents  are  invited  to  confer  frankly  with  the  teach- 
ers about  the  health  and  habits  of  students.  Such  inter- 
views cannot  be  held  during  hours  when  classes  are  in 
session,  but  from  two  till  half-past  two  o'clock  on  any 
school-day  the  teachers  will  be  at  the  Institute,  ready  to 
receive  calls  from  parents  who  desire  to  have  conference 
with  them. 
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Expenses. 


Latin,  Greek,  French,  German  and  Drawing  are 
parts  of  the  regular  course  of  instruction. 

There  are  no  extra  charges  whatever.  Pay- 
ment of  fees  for  tuition  is  required  in  advance.  No  de- 
duction from  the  regular  charge  is  made  in  case  of  a 
student's  withdrawal  before  the  close  of  a  term.
